Voters’ ballots and recounts of these 
ballots became major problems with the se- 
lection of the next president elected into of- 
fice. Whether people voiced their opinions or 
just got tired of the whole ordeal, the U.S. elec- 
tion process was in a state of confusion. 

Government teacher Mr. Bill Kyger ex- 
plained that the election went wrong in two 
places. First, if more people had voted this 
never would have happened. Second, the vot- 
ers should have been more informed on who 
was running and what type of ballots were be- 
ing used in the election process. 

“| don’t think the ballots should be changed. They 
have used them in the past and there were no prob- 
lems,” said Senior Jennifer Webb. Mr. Kyger said, 
“There should be a federal ballot, where it is uniform 
throughout the U.S.” In order for the ballots to be 
changed it would have to go through the House and 
become a Constitutional amendment. 

Due to disputes over miscounts or lost ballots, 
many counties in Florida recounted their votes. After 
five weeks of tension and anticipation, the votes were 
in, declaring George W. Bush the official 43rd presi- 
dent of the United States. 

Supreme courts favored the recounts on 
Bush’s behalf. Bush became president, and our 
school’s votes reflected the outcome of the final deci- 
sion.
